Haven't Gone Up

Only a Rip Van Winkle could be 
unaware of the nae in prices over 
the last dozen years of almost 
everything for sale • almost 


The exception** Stocks 
For the year 1965 the Dow Jones 
Average 
of

Industrials 
averaged 900, a respectable figure 
• then But that was 12 years ago, 
and the Dow's almost identical

rformance so far this year can

be

respectable 
anymore In fact it's downright 
rotten con*pa red with the price

want to buy 


Consider 
that 
the 
standard 
quality men's dress shirt, for 
instance, has gone from 85 in 1965 
to 813 today, a 180 per cent in­ 
crease Sliced bacon in the same 
period is up more than HO per 
cent, ground beef about 60 per 
cent, grade “A” milk more than 
170 per cent and the standard 


equipped full-size car nearly Mi 
per cent Ground coffee, freely 
advertised un 1965 at about 69 cents 
a pound, hardly figures in grocery 
ads anymore Its price leap of 
some 350 per cent is no doubt 
better not mentioned 


And the list goes on and on -

for stock 
prices 
Ifs 
something to think long and hard 
about. The current level of the

revenues - is actually very, very 
sick 


Not only has the immensely 
powerful, big spending majority 
in Washington wrecked the dollar 
through inflation and thus shot

"A bit of a cheap shot," Gulf Oil 
Corporation

chairman 
Jerry McAfee told Rep. Albert 
Gore, Jr. (D-Tenn.), after the 
congressman had implied the 
company may have tried to put in 
the antitrust fix for itself at John 
Mitchell's Department of Justice. 
"I think," Gore answered, "Gulf 
has taken a number (rf cheap shots 
at the U.S. public.” 
The congressman is mistaken. 
Gulf takes no cheap shots. They 
are all expensive shots, and we 
pay for them as the current 
hearings on Gulf participation in a 
world 
uranium 
ore 
cartel 
demonstrates 
Gulf is nailed on its participation 
in the cartel but is copping the plea 
that the government of Canada 
made ’em do it. This line of 
defense prompted a skeptical Mr. 
Gore to label Gulf "a corporate 
Patty Hearst," 


Gulf’s second line of defense is 
that their participation in the 
cartel (that saw the price of 
uranium 
yellow 
cake go 
up 
sevenfold in the matter of a couple 
of years) was legal because it did 
not push up prices here. Under our 
laws, U.S. corporations can in­ 
dulge in cartels, monopolies, price 
rigging and market fixing abroad. 
This is a little off-putting to 
foreigners who are treated to 
lectures on the joys of free com­ 
petition 
by 
touring American 
statesmen, but in the Gulf case 
that’s all academic because many

pushed uranium prices up here. 
That’s why Westinghouse is suing 
Gulf 
Beyond that, a cartel which 
drives up the price of one kind of 
fuel will drive up the price of all 
fuels. In free market theory one of 
the governors on the price of oil is 
the threat, if the price is pushed 
too high, that buyers will switch to 
a cheaper competitor... like coal 
or uranium atomic fuel for elec­ 
trical generation. Thus if a cartel 
can 
successfully 
corner 
the 
market on one energy source it 
can push up the price of all energy 
sources. That is the reason that so 
many wise people have begged, 
argued and pleaded for horizontal 
divestiture in the oil business; that 
is, legislation prohibiting the oil 
companies 
from 
owning, 
managing, 
distributing, 
trans­ 
porting or selling any other form 
of energy. 


Are they all that way or is Gulf a 
rotten apple? Theodore Roosevelt 
was a believer in the idea that 
there are good and bad cor­ 
porations and that the government 
help the good and punishes the 
baa If there ever was a candidate 
for the Bad Corporation Award, 
ifs Gulf. Ifs criminality goes 
back years and years. This is what 
the corporation said about itself in 
a report filed in Federal court on 
its own law breaking during the 
period 1961-72: "It is not too much 
to say that the activity of those 
Gulf officials involved in making 
domestic 
contributions 
with 


cor proa te funds during the period 
of approximately fourteen years 
under review was shot through 
with illegality. The activity was 
generally 
clandestine 
and 
in 
disregard of Federal, as well as a 
number of state, statutes." And as 
if that weren’t enough, lust the 
other day a Federal grand jury in 
Pittsburgh accused two upper 
echelon Gulf executives, one a 
veep, of bribing the IRS man who 
supervised the corporation’s tax 
audits. The bribee has already 
been convicted. 
Large organizations and in­ 
stitutions develop character traits 
somewhat like people, but if we’ve 
had 
indifferent 
success 
in 
rehabilitating 
individual 
criminals no one even claims to 
know how to re-educate what we 
might call a rogue corporation. We 
don’t know why Gulf year after 
year acts as it does 
Who snows what’s wrong with 
the place? Nobody, so perhaps we 
should think about taking one, big, 
very expensive shot at Gulf by 
passing legislation which would 
withdraw from it all the govern­ 
ment-made protections and ad­ 
vantages it enjoys as a cor­ 
poration. That would mean that all 
Gulf stockholders, its owners, 
would henceforth be civilly and
